Duo face 
multiple 
charges 
following 
rampage

A Calgary duo faces 14 criminal charges after a 
two-day armed rampage through Mountain View 
;ind Rocky View counties that ended with their 
arrest in Calgary on July 27. 

Two stolen vehicles, a break-in and a home 
invasion drew in the combined resources of 
the RCMP detachments at Didsbury, Airdrie 
and Cochrane, the Calgary Police Service, 
the RCMP Serious Crimes Branch South, the 
General Investigation Section and the Forensic 
Identification Section. 

William Riley Gossen, 20, and Miehaila Mitchell, 
18, were arrested and charged after the lengthy 
pursuit of a stolen truck often at high speeds t hat 
started in Rocky View' and ended at an apartment 
house in southwest Calgary. 

Based on matching descriptions from multiple 
incidents over 48 hours. Airdrie RCMP linked the 
arrested couple to the alleged offences. Gossen is 
.also suspected in a gasoline theft earlier in July. 

“Gossen and Mitchell are well known to the 
police," an RCMP officer said. 

The alleged crime rampage began in Cochrane 
with theft of a vehicle and a break-in. This was 
followed by a vehicle theft in Airdrie. Police 
investigators also suspect Gossen and Mitchell 
of another alleged armed home invasion in 
Mountain View County and the theft of a red 
Hummer. 

The couple is alleged to have returned to 
Airdrie for a carjacking that touched off the 
pursuit, according to RCMP spokesperson Cpl. 
Laurel Scott of the Airdrie detachment. 

The I1AWCS police helicopter joined the chase 
when the pursuit entered Calgary. Gossen and 
Mitchell were arrested without further incident 
at an apartment building in the 20(X) block of 11 
Avenue S.W. in the Belt line district of Calgary. 

Gossen and Mitchell are charged with illegal 
possession of a firearm in a motor vehicle, point¬ 
ing a firearm, robbery with a firearm, using a 
firearm in the commission of an offence, uttering 
threats to cause death or bodily harm, theft of a 
vehicle, dangerous operation of a vehicle, flight 
from police, break and enter into a house to com¬ 
mit robbery, theft under $5,000 and possession of 
property obtained by crime. 


Never give money to Internet stranger

Criminals armed only with a 
telephone and the Internet have 
defrauded one Didsbury senior of 
$3,(XX) and attempted to swindle 
two other more-skeptical citizens. 

The incidents all took place within 
the past two weeks. 

RCMP Cpl. Resus Organ advised 
that people never give money to 
a stranger who contacts them by 
phone or wants money sent over 
the Internet. 

You are at serious risk of losing 
your money, Organ said. 

This includes people posing as 


Revenue Ctutada employees - a 
deception that continues to be tried 
and sometimes works in spite of 
earlier police warnings. 

A senior gave a fraudster $3,000 
in iTune credits after he claimed he 
was a Revenue Canada employee 
and her 80-year-old mother faced 
arrest and imprisonment if she 
didn't pay up on her behalf. 

“She even called him back and 
he answered ‘Revenue Canada' and 
gave her a phoney ID number. She 
was trying to be cautious,” said Cpl. 
Organ. 

What could have alerted her to 
the fraud was that the con artist 
asked for payment in iTune credits 


to be sent to him over the Internet, 
from $3,000 worth of iTune cards 
with a number on the back revealed 
when the covering is scratched off. 

“What merchant would sell an 
elderly customer $3,000 worth 
of iTune cards without helpfully 
asking her why does she want to 
buy so many iTunes?" Organ said. 

On July 29 and July 30, two 
alert citizens rebuffed attempts by 
a fraudster to have them send a 
deposit for loans on easy terms. 

In each case, the intended victims 
could get a favourable loan if they 
sent $9,000 by email to the fake 
company. 

They declined and called police.

An estimated 1,000 spectators and par¬ 
ticipants took in the event over two days 
and in the final hours were talking excit¬ 
edly about next year, hoping it would 
include such additions as jousting and 
a broader historical range of re-enac¬ 
tors including the historic North West 
Mounted Police from Alberta’s past .

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Passion for history motivates weekend bombardier

For a living, Ryan Jones teaches the 
craft of upholstering at Bow Valley 
College in Calgary and to inmates in the 
Alberta correctional services. 

What animates his life is donning the 
three-layer blue wool uniform of a Royal 
Artillery Battalion bombardier on week¬ 
ends and re-enacting the battles of the 


Seven Years War period in European 
and North American history (1756 to 
1763). 

“I have a passion for history," Jones 
said in tin interview July 31 at Days of 
Yore in Didsbury. 

He is a bombardier, the low-ranking 
officer who directs the artillery can¬ 
nons and at Days of Yore, he and gun¬ 
ners Cory James and Tyson Colleton 
demonstrated the repeated firing of a 


3-pound gun on a gun carriage that 
Jones made after carefully studying his¬ 
torical images and plans. 

The Royal Artiillery was on the Plains 
of Abraham at the Battle of Quebec 
and the victory that determined North 
America would be part of the British 
Empire, not the French.. 

“It was the birth of our nation,” said 
Jones, explaining why he Is drawn to the 
history of the Royal Artillery Battalion.. 


That clash is a Canadian example of a 
battle that was won in a day, he said. 

“One side fell back and one side took 
the field." Jones is fascinated by the idea 
of men standing on a battlefield facing 
each other and doing battle without 
cover. 

“They were willing to stand in straight 
lines and be fired on.. They h;id honour,” 
he said to explain their courage. 

“They killed each other with civility.”

The weekend festivities extended into Sunday, July 
31 when between 300 and 500 spectators and partici¬ 
pants attended the second day of Days of Yore. 

Days of Yore, the Medieval Yuletide sidewalk sale 
and the Pop-up Park were all first-time events. All will 
return, with some fine-tuning, next year. 

The sidewalk sale came from vision to reality in 24 
days. 

The three events depended on volunteers and 
Didsbury produces fine volunteers. 

Tourists and visitors more than made up in numbers 
for the Didsburians away on holiday. 

The laid-back sociability along 20th Avenue during 
the sidewalk sale, greatly helped by the warmth of the 
sun, met organizers' wishes for an event that placed as 
much emphasis on people having a good time as the 
opportunity for sales. 

The rain on Saturday night did not discourage the 60 
or so re-enactors who slept under canvas at the park 
and shared campfires. 

The Sunday afternoon attendance at Days of Yore 
encouraged the vendors, the history nerds, the merely 
curious spectators and the re-enactors in the tent vil¬ 
lage that this was time well spent. 

In fact there wasn’t a better way in the county to 
spend the Heritage Day long weekend. 

Editorially speaking, the only question left at the end 
of the weekend was what about Monday? 

Didsbury is very good at summer festivals and 
events, starting with the car club’s Show 'N Shine and 
ending with the ag society’s fair and rodeo. 

We are the best at these in Mountain View County, 
the best in Central Alberta. 

The chamber of commerce and the town need to 
devote thought to the economic opportunities that the 
summer festival business presents.

Both your parties appear to be in a locked-hom 
position, one that threatens to severely diminish our 
province well before the next election. The impact of 
your economic policies affects people in more ways 
than is evident. Alberta urgently needs real movement 
in all components of the government's understanding 
of the impacts of your economic policy decisions. 

Today I gave vegetables from our garden to a local 
family of four who have been unemployed for a year. 
The stress has taken its toll on their marriage, and 
they are separated. They cannot make their mortgage 
payments on their beautiful little home, which will 
be foreclosed by the bank. This evening, we host a 
woman who has thrown the towel on her marriage 
after a year of financial stress and unemployment. 

I have two family members in default on their pay¬ 
ments because of the economic strain on their small 
businesses. Their client base is reduced and is not 
paying what is due. The stress on their families is 
alarming. 

Over the past 14 months, my own contract sources 
have dried up and we are currently spending our 


home equity to keep afloat. 

We are surrounded by damages everywhere we 
look, and the prognosis looks to be worse ahead. The 
impacts on personal and corporate credit ratings have 
;ilready begun to create a widespread legacy of dam¬ 
age that will endure for years to come. 

Albertans didn’t vote to become collateral damage 
for noble but improven ideas about climate manage¬ 
ment, social engineering and experimentation. 

Those groups who have global management aspira¬ 
tions need to speak for themselves. You were not 
elected to be their agents, but have a mandate to 
represent the people and the province of Alberta We 
need you to place our families and our jobs at a higher 
priority than the global think-tanks do. They simply do 
not have our interests in mind. 

Thank you for your attention. I pray for you and all 
our parliamentarians to receive the courage and wis¬ 
dom needed to conquer these epic cluillenges that we 
face in Alberta and Canada
